and anguish laid at the feet of democracy, why does so smvple 
"word as "aye" fitly spoken, hold up the citation of democracy 
at home? 
Democracy for twenty million Americans is; as yet 


unachieved. These Americans are women, before whom the bal- 
lot is dangling by a thread of two senatorial votes. Why. 


It is not to be wondered at that many lovers of consistent 


democracy are beginning to draw parallels. Why, they ask, is it 
said that so much is being done, when nothing actual is accomp- 
lished? If it is being done, why isn't it done? Many a matter, 
they urge, has been accomplished by a presidential nod. Why 
those and not this? Personally, we fe«l that in a democracy 
nothing should be accomplished by a presidential nod-but if 
anything is being so brought to pass, why not the measures upon 
which democracy itself depends? And it is this last point which 
is pressing itself to utterance. The fact is, that by the very 
poignancv of this unanswered question, thousands of women are 
being alienated from the administration whom the administra- 
tion might as well have on its side.

It is a matter bound up in the fundamentals of that new world 
which we believe is to be raised on the ruins of the old. Not 
even the strongest believer in the era which is crashing to its 
dose can say to himself that it has been a shining success, that 
its "practical" methods have been so practical as they were be- 
lieved. It is in the air that a new method is to be tried, if the 
old mistakes are not to be repeated in the old way. Nothing is 
plainer, than that. What is the essential difference between the 
new way and the old? In brief, the substitution of practical co- 
operation for brute competition in matters pertaining to the 
common welfare of the world. That is, as the New Republic 
phrases it, methods of consent instead of methods of force. In 
other words, methods for which the women of the world have 
stood since first the care of the race taught them that mutual co- 
operation is life and that the ways of savage and brute are no 
less than death.
